“You will be back here within a 
year.”’ 

“T asked her for what purpose,”’ 
tified the witness, ‘‘and she said: 
another death.’ 

Recalia Her Prediction. 

“Just a year from that time I Was 
called to bury Alma,’ he added, “ana 
Mrs. Lindloff said to me: ‘You sce, 
what did I tell you? The spirits told 
me all about it.’ ”’ 

He then declared that the defendant, 
at the time of each of the funerals, had 
invited him to go to a restaurant ne2r 
the cemetery and ‘“‘get a good Dutcn 
lunch.”” He said she complained that 
the firet one wasn’t satisfactory and 
that she so complained to the restaura‘it 
keeper. 

A Coroner’s detective then told of the 
exhumations of the bodies of Lindloff, 
the defendant's second husband of her 
daughter, Alma, describing the removal 
of the viscera by a taxocolist, Dr. E. R. 
Le Count, for Prof. Walter 8. Haines, 
who examined them for poison. A re- 
port presented by Coroner Peter Hoff- 
man said chemical analysis disclosed 
a considerazie quantity of arsenic in the 
viscera.

The other, 
which covers several acres, is deep. Da- 
vis expects to set up his machine on the 
strip of land and operate it on the 
deep side only.

Whereupon a shout of rejoicing went 
up from the trust magnates of the 
country; they had won their fight at 
last, in spite of the people, and imme- 
diately President Taft comes out in 
praise of the decision and ‘declares that 
the law is: now satisfactory. 

In other words, after’ the u 
Court has amended the law to ie the 
trusts, the people shall not be permitted 
to amend it in their own interests. ! 

But Mr. Roosevelt goes farther than 
Mr. Taft. Mr. Taft would hardly admit 
that the Supreme Court “legislated.” 
He certainly would not declare that it 
had “usurped” the rights of Congress 
and he would be very far from justify- 
ing the decisions on the ground that 
Congress had failed to do its duty. 
President Taft is entirely too conserva- 
tive, to use the language employea by 
Mr. Roosevelt. He would be judicia] in 
his comments; he would see in the 
court’s decision merely ‘‘a correct inter- 
pretation” of the law, and would insist 
that such correct interpretation was en- 
tirely within the constitutional rights of 
the court. 

Not so with Mr. Roosevelt. He is by 
nature different from Mr. Taft—differ- 
ent, in fact, from any other Public man 
who has ever appeared upon our na- 
tional stage. He does not quibble about 
interpretations; he does not indulge in 
circumlocution or in fine distinctions 
long drawn out. He plainly states, in 
effect, that a constitution is but a mat- 


Strain those public officials who con- 
ceive that they have been raised up by 
providence and. specially prepared for 
the work of governing the people “for 
the people's good.’* To such an ex- 
traordinary, such a superman, the con- 
stitution may be adyisory, but cannot 
be directory—it may indicate an ordi- 
nary course of procedure, but does not 
prescribe a rule that is imperative. 

“There is* nothing that a President 
and a Supreme Court may not do if. 
Mr. Roosevelt's theory of Government 
is to prevail. Under such a system as 
he favors, legislaturés would become 
an unnecessary expense and ought log- 
ically to be abolished. All the peopl.» 
would néed would be a President: to 
think fér them and a Supreme Court 
to act in spite of them, 

And, when reduced to its last analy- 
sis, why a Supreme Court? why not 
save expense and abolish the Supreme 
Court, as well as the Legislature, ani 
leave it all to the President? That :s 
actually what Mr. Roosevelt demands 
on the trust question?

McCombs today issued simultaneously 
from the New York and Chicago head-

A painstak- 
ing and unprejudiced exhibition of re- 
ports from al] sources fully justifies the 
common expectation of a sweeping vic- 
tory Nov. 5. The party which polled 
more than 6,000,000 votes four years ago 
is united absolutely, the opposition is 
broken about evenly in twain and hun- 
dreds of thousands of patriotic citizens 
who have never cast.a. Democratic bal- 
lot will surely vote for Woodrow Wilson. 
Defeat under such circumstances is vir- 
tually inconceivable. 

“My second message is one, not of 
apprehension, but of warning. 

‘“‘We must expect that the desperate 
situation in which our antagonists now 
find themselves will incite them to ex- 
treme measures as they approach the 
end of their resources. 

Roosevelt and Taft in 1907. 

“To those who are being told that 
Democratic success spells panic and de- 
pression, we say: Remember 1907, ‘‘with 
President Roosevelt at the helm, and 
Secretary Taft at his elbow. Whose, 
then, was the responsibility? 

“To those confronted by the delapi- 
dated bogy of free trade, we say: Read 
not what our opponents write, but what 
our candidate says.

“Both Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt 
promise, if elected, to take steps to that 
end. 

“But the history of their administra- 
tions shows conclusively that it cannot 
be done under their guidance. President 
Taft generously admits that the Re- 
vublican party is not entitled to ex- 
clusive credit for the bountiful crops, 
but his advocates do not shrink from 
advancing the fact- as an argument for 
standing pat. Prosperity, they assert, 
is at hand if the existing condition be 
maintained. Why interfere: why not let 
well enough alone? Why elect a Presi-

Do Not Deny His Intelligence.

HE WILL SUPPORT TAFT 


Believes Business Demands It— 
for City and State Demo- 
cratic Tickets. 


James Campbell, president of the 
North American Co., who returned to 
St. Louis Monday after a month's ab- 
sence in New York, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the political situation in

Taft express the conviction,that Wilson 
is without sufficient business experi- 
ence — fill the presidency, and Roose- 
velt is rejected on the ground that his 
candidacy represents nothing more thar. 
a protest against his own party. Some 
of those supporting Roosevelt expla‘n 
their attitude by saying he is a strong 
character and that Taft is vacillating 

‘Wilson seems to have a large follow- 
ing, but I have found no great enthusi- 
asm anywhere for any of the candi- 
dates for President. It is just as quiet 
around Greater New York as it would 
be in St. Louis if an election for minor 
offices were about to take place, There 
is a fear among business-men- that a 
Democratic victory woulu mean a peri- 
od of commercial unsettlement on ac- 
count of the uncertainties of tariff re- 
vision and other legislation.”’ 

To Vote for Taft. 

The North American president said he 
would remain here until election day, 
and will cast his vote for Taft and the 
national Republican ticket. 

‘How about the State and city tick- 
ets?’’ 

“IT am going to vote for the Demo- 
cratic State and city candidates,’ he 
said.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 28.—Realiz- 
ing that if he is elected President, he 
will be greatly handicapped without the 
co-operation of a Democratic Senate 
and House of Representatives, Woodrow 
Wilson tonight issued an appeal to the 
voters of 10 of the states where Senators 
are to be chosen to elect Democratic 
legislators. The states are New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, West Virginia, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Illinois, Idaho, Iowa, Moti- 

tana and Nevada. 

‘T am particularly anxious that Dem- 
ocrats of those states in which Sena- 
tors are to be chosen should remember 
that the control of the Government de- 
pends as much on the majority of ths 
Senate of the United States as upon 
the presidency itself,’’ says the Gover- 
nor. “I hope that in these states, par- 
ticularly, special attention will be con- 
centrated upon the necessity of obtain- 
ing a majority in the State Legisla- 
tures.”’ 

Wilson is supremely confideng 
of his own election. Ae has had nv 
doubt that the Democrats will increase 
their majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but he appreciates the fact 
that they may fail to get a working 
majority in the Senate.

CITES GIFTS

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Charles Becker, 
eonvicted of causing the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, today made public a 
statement which he says would have 
been the substance of his testimony had 

he taken the stand. 

It is a denial of the murder charge 
and explanation that the money in 
banks to his credit and that of his wife 
was not graft collections, but $2000 came 
from savings, $5000 from a sister who 
died last summer and $15,000 given to his 
wife at various times by John Finnegan, 
who for years worked in the New York 
World composing room and died the 
day following the Rosenthal murder. 

“I am a man convicted of murder in 
the first degree, about to be sentenced 
to death,” he said. “I am/’a man prac- 
tically without hope. I am looked upon 
as one of the worst criminals in the 
world. Perhaps nothing that I could 
But I’m going 
to tell my side of the case anyhow. 
Someone, perhaps, will believe it.”’ 

He had just said an affectionate fare- 
well to his wife. Tears had stood in the 
eyes of both as they parted. 

Would Go On the Stand. 

“Of course, if I get’a second trial, I 
shall certainly go on the stand and te!! 
my side,” he continued. ‘“‘I would have 
gone on this time, but what is a d«- 
-fendant-to do, when a group of capable 
lawyers stand united in telling him 
that he should not?’ 

In his explanation of his bank ac- 
counts, he said: 

“My uncle, John Jackson, owned a 
house worth $37,000. I boarded there 
with my sister Laura, who was a fa- 
vorite of my uncle. At this time my 
elder brother, Jackson Becker, did not 
get along very well with me, and it 
reached the ears of my uncle. 

‘‘He told my sister, Laura, that when 
he died he was to leave the share cf 
the estate that I-should have got had 
I been friendly to my brother, to-her, 
and that she should subsequently give 
it to me in cash. 

“This amounts to about $5000. My sis- 
ter Laura died May 18. 

“I took. the money—about’ $5000—home 
and said to. my wife: ‘Here's .some 
money. You take this and bank it with 
‘my other money. I had saved up about 


| $2000. 


“As I turned this legacy of mine over 
to my wife, she said: ‘Here’s some more 
money, too,’ and she went to an old 
trunk and brought out a box—a tin or 
iron box—and opened it. It was filled 
with bills of various denominations. She 
told me that it had been given to her, 
in different sums at different times by 
John Finnegan. Finnegan made a good 
salary, something like $40 or $50, and 
who never spent a cent except for his 
meals and lodging. 

Says Sum Was $15,000. 

“Finnegan was always fond of my 
wife, from the time she was a little 
girl. While I was amazed at the fact 


was stili further amazed when I learned 
that it amounted to $15,000. 

"I told her: ‘You must take all of 
this money right away, and mine, too, 
end put it In some bank.’ 

“My wife, before our marriage, had 
kept books for her, father, and had been 
paid for this work. Also she has taught 
school for a long time. She had saved 
$5000 when we were married.” 

Becker said Jack Rose was his stool 
pigeon and nothing else. He never 
paid him for his services, but when 
Rose opened a gambling houge in part- 
nership with Rosenthal, he agreed not 
to molest him any more than he had to. 
| Becker denied advancing money to 

Rosenthal, asserting that the $1500 which 
has repeatediv been mentioned was the 
money of Rose. 

Denies He Talked With Rose. 

The talk came down to the killing of 
Rosenthal, and -Becker was asked if 
he would explain his movements that 
night. 

‘As God is my judge,”’ he said, ‘‘I did 
not see Jack Rose that night, and he 
perjured himself when he said I did. 
I did not see Rose, did not know where 
he was or anything about him. I posi- 
tively did mot meet him or talk with 
him about the death of Herman Rosen- 
thal. - 

“T don't know the gunmen,’’ he said. 
“T’never had amy dealings with them 
either before or after Rosenthal's death. 
The only thing I can say about them 
is that if they tell the whole truth it 


‘may help me, for the whole truth will 


bé that J had no part whatever in the 
killing of Rosenthal.” 

- John Finnegan, who, Becker sald, gave 
to Mrs. Becker the bulk of their for- 
tune, was for a number of years em- 
ployed in the composing room of the 
World, received a good salary and Was 
of a saving disposition. But those who 


knew him best are sure he never had 


as much as $15,000. A policy in the 
World’s Composing Room Rellef Asso 
tiation was paid to Mary Lynch, his 
aunt, the mother of Mrs. Becker. The 
International Union paid $400 and the 
local union $75 to her in benefits. 

Soon after Finnegan's death i's 
widow, with whom he had not lived fol 
many years, obtained an injunction 
against anyone obtaining Finnegan's 
property, which consisted chiefly of

CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.-—Theodore Roose- 
velt will poll a popular vote of 6,117,000 
in the presidential election next Tues- 
day and get 287 electoral votes, accord 
ing to a forecast issued by United 
States Senator Dixon, chairman of the 
Progressive National Committee, today. 

Chairman Dixon eStimates that 
Roosevelt will get 6 per cent of the 
Republican vote cast for Taft in 1908, 
that 10 per cent of the Republican vote 
of that year will go to Wilson, and 
that Taft will hold but 3 per cent of It. 

Of the 7,679,000 votes cast for Taft in 
1908, Dixon estimates that 4,607,000 of 
them will vote for Roosevelt next Tues 
day, 767,000 for Wilson and 2,203,700 tor 
Taft. 

His final summary is that Roosevelt 
will get: Republican votes, 4,679,000, 
foreign votes, 480,000; labor votes, 250,-

Senator Dixon’s forecast was issued 
after he had conferred with national 
committeemen from several states, °:.- 
cluding National Committeeman Walter 
of MissourlL 

Dixon’s forecast credits Wilson with 
5,649,000 votes, Taft with 2,564,000 and 
Debs with 851,000.

President’s Statement Blames 
Cleveland Tariff Reform for 
Previous Depression. 














SEES A SURPRISE NOV. 5 





Leap in the Dark. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. %28.—Presideat 
Taft today made public a statement fn 
which he declared that the “four years 
of depression which followed the sec. 
ond election of President Clevelard 
‘“‘were due to the promise of tariff re- 
form and the Democratic changes in 
the tariff that followed. The President 
gaid that the issue before the voters is 
clear, “on the one hand prosperity ard 
real progress; on the other, a leap in 
the dark.” 

The statement follows: 

“In view of erroneous statements re- 
garding the causes of the four years of 
depression which followed the second 
election of President Cleveland it may 
be well to recall the facts.-In his for- 
mal Jetter of acceptance, Sept. 26, 1892, 
Mr. Cleveland emphasized the need of 
‘tariff reform’ and made it the leading 
issue between the parties. ‘Tariff r-- 
form is still our purpose,” he sa'i. 
"Though we oppose the theory that tar- 
iff laws may be passed having for thair 
object the granting of discriminatin; 
and unfair governmental aid to private 
ventures, We wage no exterminating war 
against American interests.’ This has 
a familiar sound today, save that, in- 
stead of ‘tariff reform,’ the Democratic 
slogan now is ‘a tariff for revenue 
only.’ According to the Baltimore piat- 
form, the tariff.is not merely to be re 
formed, but the principle of protecting 
the American industry is to be ex- 
cised, root and branch. On that plat- 
form Gov. Wilson stands.” 


“Went Imto Cyclone Cellar.” 
“To go back to Mr. Cleveland’s second 


term, the proof from his own writings 
and utterances is that he was elected 


a fact of history that immediately upon 
his election capital and_industry took 
alarm, enterprise became paralyzed and 
business disorganized. The somewhat 
puerile argument has been advanced 
that these deplorable conditions could 
not have been due to impending ‘tarif? 
reform’ because they arose nearly two 
years before the enactment of the Wil- 
son tariff bill. It should be unneces- 
sary to say that when there are signs 
of a cyclone the rational man does not 
wait for the storm to hit his house be- 
fore getting Into the cyclone cellar. The 
Wilson bill was in sight above the hori- 
zon on the morning after the November 
election of 1892, and capital and indus- 
try began their start for the cellar, just 
as, I fear, they will take to shelter 
again, should the Baltimore platform of 
‘a tariff for revenue only’ be approve 
by the American people on Nov. 5, 

“Mr. Cleveland was undoubtedly sin- 
cere in his belief that ‘the alarming 
and extraordinary business situation,’ as 
he called it in his special message of 
Aug. 8, 1893, was due to the Sherman sil- 
ver purchase act, but the fact remains 
that, after the act had been repealed, 
Nov. 1, 1893, the business situation be- 
came more and more alarming, and 
American energy and enterprise were 
prostrate throughout Mr. Cleveland’s 
term, being vivified again with the elec- 
tion of McKinley and the consequent as- 
surance that the ‘tariff reform’ experi- 
ment would soon give way to protec- 
tion. 

“The effect of the ‘tariff reform’ of 
1894-97, which, as I have indicated, was 
actually felt from 1892 to 1897, is appar- 
ent in the statistics of wages paid in 
many manufacturing industries in the 
decade of 1890-1900, as compared with the 
preceding and subsequent periods. In 
soy Wages paid had increased nearly 
one thousand millions over 188—from 
$947,973,795 to $1,891,228,321, whereas. in 
1900, when the country was recovering 
from the blight of four years of Democ- 
racy, showed an increase to $2,008,361,000— 
that is, about $117,000,000 over 1890. In 
the subsequent decade of protection, 
wages in manufacturing industries in- 
creased to $8,427,038,000. The experience 
of the farmers is equally impressive. 
Their losses on the value of farm ani- 
mals alone during the Cleveland ‘tariff 
reform’ regime amounted to about $800,- 
000,000. 

Growth of Foreign Trade. 

“The growth of our foreign trade 
during three fiscal years of my admin- 
istration has been set forth by Secretary 
Knox in a statement which ought to be 
read by every American who intends 
to cast his ballot in the coming elec- 
tion. Mr. Knox paints out that dur- 
ing the three years there have been a 
gain of $641,811,096 in our foreign trade. 
“Except in the South, where the ‘nan 
of color is not allowed to vote and in 
California and Kansas, where white as 
well as. colored Republicans are for the 
present disfranchised, the ballot is free 
throughout the United States, and that 
means that the large majority of citt- 
sens qualified to vote are free to ex- 
press their will at the polls. The chuice 
for the voter is not obscure; on the 
contrary, it is as plain and clear an 
issue as ever was presented in ur 
political history—it is between actual 
and assured prosperity, active indus- 
tries, good wages, a flourishing home 
market and rapidly growing foreign 
trade, on the one hand, and depression 
of business, paralysis of industry, loss 
of employment for wage earners and 
general demoralization of trade at home 
and abroad on the other hand.

Record Shows License Was Is- 
sued to A. R. Steiner, 1758 
Chouteau Avenue. 


Two men who refused to give their 
names, were thrown from an automo- 
bile on the Natural Bridge road at Nor- 
mandy, St. Louis County, about il 
o'clock Sunday night, and one of them 
was so badly hurt that he was unable 
to walk.

automobile, hailed by his companiaz, 
and brought to St. Louis. 

The car, a Ford roadster, carrying li- 
cense tag No. 14,905, which the records 
show was issued to A. R. Steiner of 
1768 Chouteau avenue, ran into a 10-foot 
ditch and turned turtle.

j}Auction Starts on the Upper 


Floors—Dressers Sell for 
Less Than $1. 


Auctioneers began Monday forenoon 
disposing of the furniture and fittings 
of the historic old Southern Hotel, 
which was closed a few months ago 
because of dwindling patronage, and 
thrown into bankruptcy. The sale will 
occupy the entire week. 

A crowd began gathering at the hotel 
shortly after 8 o'clock, and when the 
sale began, at 10. o’clock, there were 
about 500 persons in the building. The 
decrepit elevators were unequal to the 
task of carrying the people fast enough 
to the top floor, where the sale was to 
begin, and many climbed the steps. 

The audience was composed of second- 
hand dealers, out-of-town hotel keepers, 
rooming-house keepers and housewives. 
The would-be purchasers went from 
room to room, examining the contents 
and picking out the things they would 
bid on. 

The auctioneers proceeded from room 
to room, selling each article separately, 
bed, mattress, dresser, wardrobe, pic 
tures, carpet, chandeliers, etc. The bid- 
ding was low. A) double bed and box 
mattress went for 75 cents. Dressers 
and wardrobes brought less than $1. 
Upholstered chairs were knocked down 
at 2% and 3% cents. 
~ Under the order of the Court, all the 
hair mattresses and pillows were put up 
in bulk, with the explanation that the 
bids would be held in abeyance un*‘*il 
they had again been sold one at a time, 
disposition to be made of them then 
according to the most advantageou« 
bid. 

The furniture on all the floors was 
covered with dust, the accumulation of 
the months that the hotel has been 
closed.

UNION FIGHTS OVER FREE 
BRIDGE PROPOSITION 


Central Body. Adopts’ Report 
Condemning Bonds Issue After 
Stormy’ Scssiun. 


The report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union condemning the free bridge bond 
issue proposition to be voted on at the 
November election was adopted Sunday, 
after a bitter fight. 

Eugene Sarber and J. B. Conroy, two 
of the labor leaders, opposedethe adop- 
tion of the report. They decigred that 
the organization should not go on rec- 
ord against the completion of the free 
bridge, as the defeat of the bridge bonds 
meant merely the continuation of the 
bridge arbitrary. . 

Sarber declared that the Central 
Trades and Labor Union should devote 
its attention to the work it has organ- 
ized to do—the betterment of the condi- 
tions of the working people—and keep 
its hands out of civic affairs. 

The report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee was prepared by John P. MeDon- 
ough, chairman. McDonough has been 
active in opposition to the free bridge 
bonds, and he was supported in the 
fight by James C. Shannesy. 

The proposition to build a zoological 
garden at Creve Coeur Lake was con- 
demned by the union on the theory 
that it would bénefit only the Unitea 
Rallways Co. to have it there.

Gen. Felix Diaz Is Condemned to Death BURL AR PERS} 
3 Chief Aids in Uprising to Be Executed 
Vera Cruz Courtmartial in 24-Hour Secret Session

Contention Made That For- 
mer President’s Nephew 
Did Not Have an Adequate 


Defense—Punishment’ for 


All Captured in Rebellion. 


VERA CRUZ, Oct. 28.—Gen. Felix 
Diaz, leader of the recent revolt here 
and Maj. Zerate, Col. Antonio Migoni 
and Lieut. Lima, officers under Diaz. 
in his attempt to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment, have been condemned to death 
by courtmartial. 

Iieut. Camacho, Capt. Mayen of the 
rural guard and Capt. Hermilio Mart'- 
nez were sentenced to 10 years’ impris- 
onment, and Gabriel Ramos, Customs 
Collector, and Hernan Arostegui, Cen- 
sor of Telegrams, were sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. Nine other officers 
and civilians ‘were allowed to go free. 

Sentences Cause Sensation. 

The courtmartial, which was presided 
over by Gen. Davila, sat in secret ses- 
sion from 2° o’clock Saturday mornings 
until 3:15 o’clock Sunday morning. The 
sentences caused a sensation. A grea? 
crowd, including relatives and many 
friends of the accused men, gathered 
outside the building where the court sa? 
and waited for hours for the findings, 
notwithstanding a heavy rainstorm. 

Gen. Davila refused to acknowledge 
the orders of the District Judge to sus- 
pend the proceedings in. the case of Gen. 
Diaz and Maj. Zerate. Gen. Deltran, 
Military Commander of the zone, how- 
ever, accepted a writ of habeas corpus 
and suspended the execution, leaving 
the prisoners -temporarily at the dispo- 
sition of the District Court. 

It is thought probable that Col. Migo- 
ni and Lieut. Lima will be shot without 
much more ado. The proceedings of the 
military court have been criticised gen- 
erally as being deficient. 


Defense Inadequate. 
Public opinion has been strongly 


against a military trial for Gen. Diaz. 
It is openly asserted that the prisoners 
had an inadequate defense, and no in- 
vestigations have been made so far as 
to why the Federal troops entered the 
city with white flags flying and the 
greeting ’’Long live Diaz.”’ 

Col. Diaz Ordaz and Capt. Cuesta 
were among the leaders of the rebel- 
lion who escaped. It is thought they, 
will join the Oaxaca rebels. Gen. Diaz 
had more than 1000 men under his ban- 
ner, 300 of whom were made prisoners. 

Col. Jiminez Castro of the Federal 
forces, who was shot in the leg in a 
skirmish prior to the taking of Vera 
Cruz, has been sent to Mexico City for 
the treatment of his wound.

Rebel Bands in Many Sections Con- 
tinue to Harass vernment. 
CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 28.—That the 
quick suppression of the Diaz revolt 
has shown strength on the part of the 
Government is conceded in the capital, 
but that the situation has been greatly 

improved is a matter of doubt. 

A number of rebel bands who were 
operating in many parts of the repub- 
lic are stili afield and apparently as as- 
tive as before. Added to the list Is a 
well-defined new uprising in Yucatan. 
Gen. Aguilar continues his campaign in 
the region around Tehuacan, where, 
since the affair at Vera Cruz, his f-'- 
lowers have entered a number of towns 
and appropriated horses and supplies. 

Col. Diaz Ordaz, cousin and chief 
Heutenant of Gen. Felix Diaz, has rot 
been captured. Many believe he will 
continue the work begun by Diaz. N° 
fear is felt of an advance on the cap- 
ital by the rebels, because it is we'l. 
known that they have not sufficient 
ammunition to conduct systematic war- 
fare. 


The persistency of these rebels, how- 
ever, makes practically certain the con- 
tinuance of guerilla fighting indefinitely. 

With the ending of the Diaz campaign 
the Government is sending the troops 
back to the disturbed section, especially 
about Torreon and in the State of Mex- 
feo, where the rebels lately have occt- 
pied and burned the stations of the 
railway between Toluca and Mexico

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 2%.—Prince- 
ton courage is high these days and 
her hopes for the big end of the score 
in the Harvard and Yale games are 
better founded than at any previous 
time this season. 

Dartmouth afforded the first real op- 
portunity to judge fairly of the oranse 
and black Tigers’ chances for this year. 
The green brought down a team thor- 
oughly trained in football tactics, and 
with a well-known reputation behind it. 
The Hanover boys were strongest at 
the old-style smashing play, but the 
Tigers beat them, 22—7, at their own 
game. 

The offense of each team was much 
stronger than its defense. The game 
was largely a series of marches, now 
in one direction, now in the other. 
Princeton could no more stop Dart- 
mouth’s rushes than Dartmouth could 
stop the tide of charges by the Tiger 


‘back field. 


De Witt Greater Than Vaughan. 

De Witt’s magnificent plunges warmed 
the very “cockles of the heart’ of the 
Tiger rooters. Net once could Dart- 
mouth seem to check his plunges or 
throw him for any loss. The fullback 
hit low and charged like a cannon ball. 
When there is no hole ready for hit, 
he either rips one over or shoots to the 
top of the mass and takes a course 
down the opposite side. He is also de- 
veloping a strong secondary defense, 
which last year’s fullback, Vaughn, was 
such a pillar of strength. 

Princeton's secondary defense was in 
a great measure her salvation Saturday, 
as the line could Not hold the Hanover 
backs. As to the broke field running 
of “Tol” Pendleton and “Hobey”’ Baker, 
little need be said. Dartmouth had able

But all is not bright for Princeton. Har- 
vard has a smashing attack and if the Tiger 
forwards cannot hold better than they did 
against Dartmouth, what will they do against 
the Crimson? The holes betweén end and 
guards are sometimes alarming and always 
causing anxiety. The line on the wings can- 
not seem to hold firm enough together to stop 
a charge. It needs a great deal more pound- 
ing and welding this week. 

The numerous fumbles by the backfield form 
another cause for worry. Such weaknesses 
must be eradicated before Saturday. when 
Princeton meets Harvard at Cambridge, or 
her chancesefor another championship will be 
entirely taken from her.
